I many businesses", says Commission- 
er Roper, ''taxes will be one of the 
largesrt items of expense. It is -of 
the utmost 
importance, 
therefore, 


that exery concern, large or small, 
whether corporation, partnership or 
individual, shall maintain an exact 
record of its receipts and expenses, 
in other words keep accurate 
ac- 


counts. Taxes should be considered 
as an expense for the year for which 
they are assessed rather 
than 
for 


the year in which they are actually 
paid, and the necessary' reserves 
should be provided at once. 


"No special system of accounts i.s 


prescribed by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, but the books should show 
in 
detail 
inventories, 
purchases, 


sales, capital investment, deprecia- 
tion, and simular items required in 
making up income tax returns. 


"Every merchant should study the 


income tax law and regulations and 
sec to it that his accounts are kept 
in a manor that will enable him to 
determine his net income for taxa- 
tion purposes. 
Aside from the nec- 


essity of 
keeping systematic 
ac- 


counts in order to comply with the 
Government's requirements, 
every 


progressive merchant .should adopt 
an approved accounting system for 
the good of his own business. 
I;> no 


other way can he further his finan- 
cial interests more effectively. 


'The bad debt loss of the Nation, 


which runs into large figures amiual- 
ly, is due in large measure to inex- 
perience and inability, 'lit' merchants 
•would keep even the simplest books 
of account the bad 
debt wastage 


would be reduced materially, for in- 
ability and inexperience are usually 
marked by the absence of an acourit- 
iug system. 


"The man who knows the exact 


condition of his business from day to 
day has an immeasurable advantage 
over the individual who has no re- 
cords upon which to base his- oper- 
ations. It is the dnty of every ci- 
tizen, especially in these war times, 
to keep in such close touch with his 
business through record keeping and 
otherwise as to maintain the great- 
est efficiency and render to his Gov- 
ernment every cent due in taxes. 


It is expected through the various
